Immediately following the

Fiscal court still 
at impasse over 
budget issues 


The apparent impasse on how to keep the 
county out of the red until June 30 and also pres¬ 
ent a state mandated balanced budget for 2012-13 
continued last Thursday, February 16 at the regular 
meeting of Clinton Fiscal Court. All members, as 
well as between 30 and 40 spectators, including 
some current and former county elected officials, 
were on hand for the one-hour meeting held in the 
upstairs circuit courtroom. 

Although discussion, questions, recommenda¬ 
tions and comments were abundant, no official 
action pertaining to the county budget, the sheriff’s 
and county clerk’s budgets was taken. 

The only official votes—and even few motions- 
-that took place were early on in the meeting when 
the court, after a few questions on some bills, voted 
to pay claims and bills, approved the treasurer’s re¬ 
port and fund transfers. They also voted to accept 


a refund from the Cumberland Green River Coun¬ 
cil, a former conservation program, which is now 
non-existent after not being continued for federal 
funding. 

Greg Abston told the court about the discon¬ 
tinuance of the program and said that prior to the 
Resource Development Program being cancelled 
nationwide, it had benefitted schools and recre¬ 
ation in Clinton County. 

The bulk of the meeting then turned to budget 
matters, when Judge/Executive Lyle Huff opened 
discussion on ways to remedy the county’s finan¬ 
cial condition and prior to making his own recom¬ 
mendations on raising revenues and making cuts, 
asked for magistrates to voice their input.

Clinton to stay in 1st Congressional District 

State redistricting to go 
before Supreme Court 


The on-again, off-again redistricting plan that has many Kentuckians like 
Clinton County residents guessing who their state legislature representatives 
are, will be the subject of a hearing this Friday in front of the Kentucky Su¬ 
preme Court. 

One aspect of the redistricting process - that of where Clinton County 
would be placed in the U.S. Congressional map and for whom local voters 
would be seeing on the upcoming primary ballots, has been finalized. 

Approved by the state legislature on February 10, and immediately signed 
into law, the new maps will leave Clinton County in the 1st Congressional 
District, leaving unchanged their representation by U.S. Representative Ed 
Whitfield (R-Hopkinsville). 

An earlier version of the Congressional map had Clinton County being 
moved into the 2nd District, which is represented by Brett Guthrie (R-Bowl- 
ing Green). 

For Clinton County voters, that means that when they step into the vot¬ 
ing booth for the May Primary, Republican voters will see an unopposed 
Whitfield on the ballot, while Democrat voters will be choosing a candidate 
between James Buckmaster or Charles Kendall Hatchett. Both candidates 
are from Henderson. 

However, the issue of where Clinton County is situated in regards to the 
Kentucky House of Representatives, is still very much up in the air, and will 
remain so until a decision is made by the Kentucky State Supreme Court. 

Currently in the 83rd House District, Clinton County is represented by Jeff 
Hoover, an attorney from Jamestown who is a Clinton County native. 

The old boundary lines for Hoover’s 83rd District include Clinton and 
Russell County, as well as a portion of Pulaski County. 

The new Kentucky House boundaries which were passed by the Kentucky 
Senate and signed into law, changed several House districts in the state, in¬ 
cluding the district that would include Clinton County. 

The proposed boundary changes placed Clinton County into the 52nd

tist Church in jacksonville, Florida. In the morning I preached, and in 
the afternoon I taught the soul winning lecture that I've taught across 
this nation and around the world. I taught the people how to be soul 
winners. One man got so fired up for soul winning that he said, /7 I am 
going to be a soul winner! 77 He decided to witness to the first person 
he saw after he got out of the lecture. It was late in the afternoon. He 
just had time to drive 40 miles home to get his wife and drive back 
for the evening service. He got in his car and began driving when 
he saw a hitchhiker. 7/ Here 7 s my chance to witness, 77 he thought. The 
hitchhiker got in the car, pulled a weapon, pointed it at the man, and 
said, 7/ Okay, Fm going to take your money and kill you and then take 
your car. 77 

The Christian said, 7/ Oh that's good, but I just learned how to do 
something and I promised God that I'd tell the first person I met what 
I'd learned. I just learned how to be a soul winner and Fm going to 
tell you how you can go to Heaven when you die. If you want to kill 
me, that's up to you, but Fm going to tell you how you can go to 
Heaven when you die. 77 The hitchhiker accepted jesus as his Saviour 
and handed over his weapon. 

The soul winner said to the fellow, "Look, Fm going to get my wife 
and take her to church tonight. Why don't you go with me?" He did 
so, and that night both the man who was going to murder and the 
man who would have been murdered walked down the aisle. The 
man who had been saved by the one whom he intended to murder 
testified what Christ meant to him and how happy he was to be saved 
and to know that he was going to Heaven. There behind the pulpit, 
arm-in-arm the soul winner and convert told of the grace of God all 
because of a little soul-winning course that afternoon.

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Term limits for state legislators subject of 
bill filed by Representative Mike Nemes 
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A nine-year-old Wayne Coun¬ 
ty boy died on Wednesday, Feb¬ 
ruary 8 in a tragic shooting inci¬ 
dent that occurred at a residence 
on Old Bethel Church Road. 

Malcolm Pennycuff was 
pronounced dead at the Wayne 
County Hospital by Coroner 
Forrest Hicks at 6:41 p.m. Hicks 
said that Pennycuff suffered a 
small caliber gunshot wound to 
the upper chest. 

Wayne County EMS had been 
called to the scene and advanced 
life support efforts were begun 
but were unsuccessful. 

According to Kentucky State 
Police, the incident was reported 
at about 5:03 p.m. 

The preliminary investigation 
indicates that the victim was ac¬ 
cidentally shot by his 11-year-old 
brother. 

State police released no names 
through their investigation be¬ 
cause juveniles were involved. 

According to information re¬ 
leased by Trooper Don Trosper, 
spokesman for the Kentucky 
State Police Post in London, the 
boys were in the house at the 
time of the shooting. Few other 
details have been released in re¬ 
lation to the investigation. 

An autopsy on the victim was 
conducted in Frankfort on Thurs¬ 
day, February 9. 

Detective Doug Boyd is in 
charge of the investigation and 
was assisted by officers from 
Post 11, the Wayne County 
Sheriff’s Office, Wayne County 


Social Services Office, Coroner’s 
Office and Wayne County EMS. 

Counselors, staff from the 
Family Resource Center and 
consultants were at Bell Elemen¬ 
tary and Turner Intermediate 
School on Thursday, February 9 
to help students at the schools in 
the aftermath of the tragedy. 

Malcolm is survived by his 
parents, Tony and Amanda Pen¬ 
nycuff. 

David B. Gover, former 
Wayne County School Super¬ 
intendent and member of the 
school board, has filed as a 
candidate in the race for 52nd 
District State Representative. 

Gover, a republican who re¬ 
sides in Wayne County, filed his 
paperwork with the Kentucky 
Secretary of State’s Office on 
Tuesday, February 7. 

He will face incumbent 52nd 
District Representative Sara Beth 
Gregory in the republican prima¬ 
ry in May. And at this point, the 
boundaries for the 52nd District 
will remain the same and include 
Wayne and McCreary counties 
and a portion of Pulaski County. 

On Tuesday, February 7, a 
Franklin Circuit Court Judge, 
Phillip Shepherd, declared 
Kentucky’s newly-drawn legis¬ 
lative districts unconstitutional 
and ordered election officials to 
use previous district lines in this 
year’s state legislative elections. 

The new boundaries would 
have removed McCreary County 
from the 52nd District and re¬ 
placed it with Clinton County. 
Either way, Wayne County would 
remain in the 52nd District. 

In his ruling, Shepherd tossed 
out the boundaries that the state 
legislature had approved and 
the governor signed into law in 


January. The ruling was a vic¬ 
tory for House republicans and 
democratic State Senator Kathy 
Stein of Lexington, who chal¬ 
lenged the constitutionality of 
House Bill 1. 

The ruling by Shepherd also 
extended the filing deadline for 
legislative candidates until 4 
p.m. Friday, February 10. 

Shepherd stated in the ruling 
that House Bill 1 is unconstitu¬ 
tional because it allows some 
districts to vary by more than five 
percent from the ideal population 
size and divides more counties 
into separate legislative districts 
than necessary. 

Three local residents were ar¬ 
rested in Laurel County on Sun¬ 
day, February 12 on drug related 
charges. 

According to Kentucky State 
Police, Sgt. Steve Walker con¬ 
ducted a traffic stop on the Hal 
Rogers Parkway in the city limits 
of London at about 12:30 a.m. on 
Sunday. 

During the course of the 
investigation, the operator of 
the vehicle was identified as 
Mac Arthur (John) Young 37, of 
Monticello. He was arrested and 
charged with driving under the 
influence and failure to wear a 
seat belt. 

KSP stated that approximate¬ 
ly 4.5 grams of crystal metham- 
phetamine, hydrocodone pills, 
marijuana, paraphernalia and 
$3,199 in cash were located and 
seized along with the vehicle, 
which was a 1999 Chevrolet Sil¬ 
verado pickup truck. 

Young was also charged with 
trafficking in a controlled sub¬ 
stance first degree, possession 
of a controlled substance second 
degree, possession of marijuana 
and possession of drug parapher¬ 
nalia. 

Two passengers, identified as 
Erica L. Lovett, 33, and Ashley 
Baker, 27, both of Monticello, 
were charged with trafficking 
in a controlled substance first 
degree and possession of a con¬ 
trolled substance second degree. 

The investigation is continu¬ 
ing. 

Congressman Hal Rogers 
was more than pleased with a 
congressional redistricting plan 
for Kentucky approved by state 
lawmakers in Frankfort. 

The plan would have Rogers 
keeping some key counties that 
he wanted in the 5th District, 
including Pulaski and Wayne. An 
original plan earlier in the leg¬ 
islative session had the veteran 
congressman losing Wayne and 
a portion of Pulaski. 

“Regardless of where dis¬ 
trict lines are drawn, we are all 


Kentuckians. I commend state 
legislators for working across 
the aisle to develop a bipartisan 
redistricting plan that works for 
the Commonwealth,” said Rog¬ 
ers, who has represented the 5th 
District for over three decades. 
“The 5th Congressional District 
has changed three times during 
my service, but we’ve made 
impressive strides by pulling 
together, sharing resources and 
creating tomorrow’s jobs.” 

The House voted 58-26 for 
the plan, two hours after the 
Senate passed it 29-7. The heav¬ 
ily debated measure, which also 
reopened the congressional fil¬ 
ing deadline by five days, went 
to Governor Steve Beshear who 
was expected to sign it into law. 

The plan was put in place one 
day after Lexington Attorney 
Scott White filed a lawsuit asking 
a judge to draw new boundaries 
around Kentucky’s six congres¬ 
sional districts, because lawmak¬ 
ers had not done so. White said 
he expected to drop the suit now 
that lawmakers, spurred by the 
threat of court intervention, have 
done their jobs. 

Rogers seemed pleased the 
General Assembly could turn 
their attention away from con¬ 
gressional redistricting and edge 
closer to dealing with more sig¬ 
nificant issues. 



The hotly debated “boat tax” 
issue was again touched on at this 
month’s meeting of the county’s 
fiscal court with Judge/Executive 
Gary Robertson saying the issue 
was effectively out of the hands 
of local government following 
a meeting with a representative 
with the state’s department of 
revenue. 

William Lawson, with the 
department of revenue, met with 
Robertson two weeks ago and 
told him he would attend the 
March 12 meeting of the fiscal 
court. Robertson said while in 
the area last Thursday, Lawson 
visited several local marinas be¬ 
fore heading back to Frankfort. 

Robertson said that if anyone 
had any questions on the issue to 
contact PVA Tim Popplewell. 

Robertson said that Pop¬ 
plewell was willing to field calls 
on the topic and talk to folks 
about it. 

“There is nothing the court 
can do on the issue,” Robertson 
said. “I’ve said this the whole 
time. It is a KRS and its left up 
to the department of revenue and 
our local PVA office.” 

Robertson said that the de¬ 
partment of revenue had been 
contacted by State Auditor Adam 
Edelen several months ago about 
enforcing this boat tax around the 
state and revenue officials have 
already visited some marinas in 
western and northern Kentucky 
before setting their sights here. 

Some county officials have 
expressed concern that enforce¬ 
ment of the tax would encourage 
boat owners to relocate to mari¬ 
nas outside of the county creat¬ 
ing a blow to local tourism. 

There are less than 200 boats 
documented on property tax 
records in the county that gener¬ 
ates annual tax revenues to the 
fiscal court of around $20,000 
and around $60,000 to the local 
school district, according to pub¬ 
lic records. 

These figures would likely 
increase by into the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars if the state 
law was enforced. 

Several folks attended the 
meeting solely to see if any ac¬ 
tion on the boat tax would be 
taken but found out they would 
have to wait another month to 
see what state officials have to 
say on the enforcement of the tax 
on Lake Cumberland. 

Again, the state law allows 
counties to collect property taxes 
on houseboats and other water¬ 
craft which are docked, or stored 
locally for more than 60 days but 
many on the lake have gone un¬ 
taxed up to this point. 



U.S. Rep. Ed Whitfield an¬ 
nounced last week that the Rus¬ 


sell County Ambulance Service 
in Kentucky’s First Congressio¬ 
nal District has been awarded a 
regional grant through the As¬ 
sistance to Firefighters Grants

operations and safety, and 
will contribute to both Russell 
County Ambulance Service, and 
the Adair County Ambulance 
Service and firefighters. 

“These competitive grants 
help ensure that our first re¬ 
sponders have the resources they 
need to serve our communities,” 
said Whitfield. 

“I congratulate the Russell 
County Ambulance Service and 
the Adair County Ambulance 
Service and firefighters on re¬ 
ceiving this award.” 

The purpose of the AFG 
program is to enhance the abil¬ 
ity of the fire departments and 
emergency management services 
(EMS) organizations that are not 
affiliated with hospitals to pro¬ 
tect the health and safety of the 
public, as well as first-responder 
personnel. 

Grants are awarded through 
a competitive process. Applica¬ 
tions are reviewed on how the 
funds will fulfill the top priori¬ 
ties of the AFG program which 
are operations and safety, and 
vehicle acquisition. 

Russell County EMS Director 
Terry Hancock said the various 
agencies were to meet last Fri¬ 
day to determine how the grant 
money would be appropriated. 

The money will help Russell 
County EMS toward transitions 
to digital communications to 
remain in compliance with FCC 
regulations, according to Han¬ 
cock, who said he was pleased 
with the grant following its an¬ 
nouncement. 

The local agencies will be 
required to post a 10 percent 
match based on the amount of 
federal funding allocated to each 
department. 



Several dairy and poultry 
farmers turned out for the Co- 
lumbia-Adair County Utilities 
District Board of Directors meet¬ 
ing a week ago Thursday after¬ 
noon to voice their anger over the 
20+ percent water rate increase 
that will result in many of them 
having to pay an additional $200 
or more per month. 

With the rate increase already 
approved by the state Public 
Service Commission, there was 
little the farmers could do but 
complain, however the board 
members did say they would 
check to see if a lower price 
could be charged for very high 
volume users. 

The main course of discussion 
seemed to center around why 
such a large percentage increase 
is being imposed at one time. 
“Why are water bills going up 
so much?” Bill Anderson asked. 
“What’s it (the increase) paying 
for?” 

Long-time board member 
Rudy Higginbotham explained 
that “we have three or four major 
projects going on at one time, 
and that’s the reason we had such 
a rate increase.” 

Higginbotham pointed out 
that the utility district’s rate is 
still competitive with the rates 
charged by utilities in the sur¬ 
rounding areas, and noted that 
a lot of dairy and poultry op¬ 
erations in the county wouldn’t 
exist if it wasn’t for the system 
providing the needed water. 

It was also pointed out that 
the board could have had three or 
four smaller rate increases over 
the past few years that would 
have equaled the large rate, but 
chose not to do it that way. 

County Judge/Executive Ann 
Melton asked if the board should 
have considered delaying a proj¬ 
ect or two to cut down on the rate 
increase. 

“The county has to pick and 
choose what we do, or we’d have 
to raise taxes,” she said. 

Melton also noted that when 
she agreed for the county and 
city systems to merge, she was 
told that county funds would 
not be used to pay for the mas¬ 
sive repairs needed to the old 
city system. However, one of 
the projects set to begin is a $4 
million-plus replacement project

in the city. 

Board member Robert Flow¬ 
ers said that while part of the 
money being borrowed is for re¬ 
pairs inside the city, the majority 
of the money will be spent out in 
the county, and city residents will 
pay their fair share. 

“When the city merged with 
the county, city residents’ bills 
almost doubled then,” he pointed 
out. “And we’re going to be pay¬ 
ing the same increase this time as 
county residents.” 

Many of the farmers present 
said that it will be difficult for 
them to pay several hundred dol¬ 
lars a month in additional costs 
considering how high everything 
else associated with farming is. 

“Five or six hundred a month 
is a big hit,” dairy farmer Greg 
Burton said. 

“Your bills might not go up as 
much as you think,” board mem¬ 
ber Higginbotham said. 

Utilities district office manag¬ 
er Jennifer Carter then went and 
figured how much the bills some 
of the farmers present would go 
up with the new rates using their 
usage from last year. Most of the 
increases were between $150 
and $300, depending upon the 
amount of water used. 

One farmer present said that 
he’d heard a poultry farmer near 
the Green County line who can 
have access to water from the 
Green County system said they 
were thinking about switching 
because they’d been told they 
would save money. Water from 
Green County would cost about 
the same as it was in Adair 
County before the hike. 

One of the board members 
said that Green County’s base 
rate is about the same as Adair’s 
after the rate increase, but said it 
was possible that Green County 
offers more discounts for volume 
use. Adair County charges a low¬ 
er rate for users of over 25,000 
gallons per month, but has no 
addition breaks after that. 

However, the board said they 
would check into seeing if they 
could put an additional discount 
on for volume users, for ex¬ 
ample, over 100,000 gallons, 
and would try to do so if the PSC 
would let them. 

While the talk about the 
just-granted increase continued, 
dairyman and Magistrate Billy 
Rowe said that he’d heard that 
the district would have to have 
another rate increase in the near 
future to make sure it could 
service its debt—something the 
board members and general 
manager Lenny Stone said is not 
true. 

“I hate that we have to raise 
rates, but the district has never 
done a project that didn’t have to 
be done,” Stone said. “Once our 
present projects are done, I think 
we will be able to see the end of 
any major projects for a while, 
and I don’t think we’ll have to 
have a rate increase for four to 
six years.” 



Overton County’s wheel 
tax will not be raised. Overton 
County Executive Ron Cyrus 
made that clear during the Mon¬ 
day, February 13 meeting of 
the Overton County Legislative 
body. 

“I’ve had several calls today, 
and evidently there was a misun¬ 
derstanding and several people 
have approached me and won¬ 
dered why we were raising the 
wheel tax,” he said to the County 
Commission. “That is not the 
fact, folks, it was just an issue 
that we were talking with the 
Budget Committee and we were 
polling basically the court to see 
how they felt about it, and they 
pretty much unanimously, you 
know, put aside as not attempting 
to raise that. 

“So it was just part of a work¬ 
ing session with the entire court 
and discussed. I guess it just got 
misunderstood by a few people. 
So, there is no attempt to raise 
the wheel tax.”

After approving minutes of 
two separate board meetings,

The University of Kentucky’s 
Appalachian Center and the 
Appalachian Studies Program’s 
“Appalachian Forum” series 
will feature a panel discussion 
Thursday, Feb. 23, from 7 to 9 
p.m., about hydraulic fracturing 
(“fracking”) as a way of extract¬ 
ing natural gas in Kentucky. The 
panelists represent a variety of 
relevant areas of expertise, and 
after brief introductory remarks 
by each panelist, A1 Cross will 
moderate a discussion with the 
audience. The panel discussion 
will be held in Room 106 of the 
White Hall Classroom Building 
on the UK campus in Lexington. 

“As decisions are being made 
across the state about hydraulic 
fracturing, we organized this 
panel to help Kentucky’s citizens 
have more in-depth information 
to make individual and collective 
decisions on this key topic for the 
state’s future,” Appalachian Cen¬ 
ter Director Ann Kingsolver said. 
“This is in keeping with the land- 
grant mission of the university.” 

The panelists will include Pat 
Banks, director, of Kentucky 
Riverkeeper, an environmental 


group; state Division of Oil 
and Gas Dirctor Kim Codings; 
Rick Bender, vice president of 
BlackRidge Resource Partners 
and former state oil and gas 
director; Melissa Dieckmann, 
professor of geology at Eastern 
Kentucky University; Frank 
Ettensohn, UK Honors Program 
director and geology professor; 
Marcelo Guzman, UK chemistry 
professor; and Brandon Nuttall, 
senior geologist of the Kentucky 
Geological Survey. The forum 
will be moderated by A1 Cross, 
director of the Institute for Ru¬ 
ral Journalism and Community 
Issues and associate extension 
professor of journalism at UK. 

This Appalachian Forum has 
been organized in response to 
a growing need for public in¬ 
formation about the process of 
hydraulic fracturing as a means 
of extracting natural gas. The 
panelists will be presenting 
information on the extent of 
hydraulic fracturing underway in

Bill filed seeks to create independent 
panel to handle future redistricting 


Representative Mike Nemes, 
R-Louisville (38th District) has 
filed House Bill 407, which 
if passed would leave future 
work on redrawing legislative 
boundaries for House, Senate 
and Congressional districts to a 
non-partisan panel. 

“Redistricting has all but shut 
down any meaningful work in 
this year’s session, frustrating 
not only many of us in the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly but the people we 
represent,” said Rep. Nemes. 
“We must work toward taking 
politics as best we can out of 
the redistricting process. It is 
my belief the only way we can 
accomplish it is by placing that 
responsibility in the hands of an 
independent board.” 

Under Rep. Nemes’ proposal 
the Committee on Legislative 
Redistricting would be created 
consisting of 12 members, with 
three members each being ap¬ 


pointed by the President of the 
Senate, Speaker of the House 
of Representatives, and by the 
leadership of the minority par¬ 
ties in the House and Senate. 
This panel would be responsible 
for redistricting beginning in 
2021. In addition the bill sets 
out criminal penalties for anyone 
attempting to influence or bribe 
a member of the Committee on 
Legislative Redistricting, which 
would be a Class A felony pun¬ 
ishable by a fine of no less than 
$500,000. 

Rep. Nemes adds his propos¬ 
als takes portions of measures 
previously filed by Rep. Tim 
Moore, R-Elizabethtown (26th 
District) and Rep. Bill Farmer, 
R-Lexington (88th District) for 
the 2012 Legislative Session. 

House Bill 407 was intro¬ 
duced in the Kentucky House 
of Representatives on February 
15th. 


South Kentucky RECC encourages 
members to get rid of old appliances 


South Kentucky RECC wants 
its members to know that a new 
energy efficient appliance only 
saves money if you get rid of the 
old one. 

In 2010 and 2011 many con¬ 
sumers got federal rebates for a 
new refrigerator, water heater, 
or other household appliance. 
About 1.7 million rebates were 
redeemed, and the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Energy estimates these 
appliances will cut $65 million 
from electric bills every year. 
Around $48 million of that 
chunk will be saved mainly by 
consumers who bought energy- 
efficient refrigerators, clothes 
washers, and dishwashers. 

Great news, right? It is, if peo¬ 
ple follow the adage, “Out with 
the old, in with the new.” But 
for one in five households, that’s 
not the case. A national survey 
by the Cooperative Research 
Network, an arm of the National 
Rural Electric Cooperative As¬ 


sociation, found 19 percent of 
homes have two refrigerators; 
two percent own three or more. 

The problem with keeping an 
old refrigerator is that you’re not 
saving money. By sending these 
“energy hogs” to the basement 
or garage to keep sodas and 
popsicles cold for the kids, you 
increase electric bills even more. 

Appliances already use 13 
percent of your home’s electric¬ 
ity, and older appliances drain 
even more. A refrigerator from 
the 1970s costs $200 more to 
operate every year than a current 
model; a 1980s fridge isn’t much 
better, wasting $100 in energy 
dollars annually.

stated this could be the most 
harsh decisions since the Great 
Depression, and then read a 
prepared list of his own recom¬ 
mendations, which included: 
appointing a board to study jail 
costs and determine whether or 
not making it a 96-hour holdover 
facility would save on expenses; 
require county employees to pay 
50 percent of their own health in¬ 
surance premiums; cut all dona¬ 
tions of any kind to organizations 
and others; hire one person—on a 
percentage collected—to be in 
charge of collecting the county’s 
Occupational Tax (saying that 
several persons working in the 
county did not pay the tax, for 
example, out-of-countians em¬ 
ployed here); cut the magistrates’ 
and judge’s travel expenses, 
across the board; establish an 
ambulance board to operate as 
a taxing district so that service 
could be self-funding; and, begin 
taking the 4 percent property tax 
rate allowed by law each fiscal 
year. 

Following those recommen¬ 
dations, Fifth District Magis¬ 
trate Charlotte Bernard made 
the statement that despite what 
some public perception may be, 
she was “totally against taxes,” 
but rather favored cutting the 
budget where necessary. Later 
in the meeting, Second District 
Magistrate Patty Guinn also em¬ 
phatically stated she had not one 
time voted in favor of increasing 
taxes. 

Fourth District Magistrate 
Ricky Craig also inserted that 
Magistrate Johnson had some 
good points in his recommen¬ 
dations and was firmly behind 
some of the measures presented. 

First District Magistrate Phil¬ 
lip Parrigin, however, in ques¬ 
tioning an ambulance service 
taxing district, asked what if the 
county couldn’t get anyone to 
serve on such a board and also 
suggested other type cuts, such 
as in utilities. 

Judge Huff said the court was 
advised last January (2011) of 
possible budget shortfalls and 
had been in discussions with of¬ 
ficials from the Department of 
Local Government and local fi¬ 
nance officers from that branch 
of state government. 

Huff said the cost of fuel, in¬ 
surance and everything else had 
gone up, and one of his recom¬ 
mendations was to proceed with 
creating an ambulance board, 
making it a taxing district and al¬ 
lowing the board to set a tax rate 
for that service. 

Director of Emergency Ser¬ 
vices Lonnie Scott also told the 
court that most of the ambu¬ 
lances currently on the road have 
high mileage, with only one hav¬ 
ing under 100,000 miles and the 
average mileage in the fleet be¬ 
ing 162,000—basically meaning 
new ambulances will be needed 
in the future. 

County Attorney Michael 
Rains, who had researched the 
ambulance service taxing dis¬ 
trict issue, told the court that a 
tax rate of no more than 10 cents 
per $100 assessed value could be 
levied, under state law. 

Judge Huff noted that a pro¬ 
posed 2012-13 fiscal year budget 
would be prepared and presented 
for review in a couple of months 
and reminded court members the 
state has to sign off on any bud¬ 
get presented and it has to be a 
balanced budget. 

When Magistrate Johnson 
moved to approve the judge/ 
executive’s recommendation to 
establish an ambulance board, 
and set a taxing rate for the am¬ 
bulance service on real and per¬ 
sonal property, the motion died 
for lack of a second. 


Judge Huff then went on to his 
recommendations for the county 
clerk’s and sheriff’s office bud¬ 
gets, neither of which have been 
approved, even though Depart¬ 
ment of Local Government rep¬ 
resentatives, at a call meeting 
earlier in the month, had urged 
the court to do so. 

Huff noted that if revenues 
and/or cuts of $300,000 weren’t 
made, the county couldn’t come 
up with a balanced budget and 
said “the state will cut it for us.” 

He recommended cutting 
$38,000 from the clerk’s budget, 
some $30,000 in employee sala¬ 
ries and $8,000 in office supplies. 

When the judge asked for a 
motion on the budget, pursuant 
to his recommendation, no mo¬ 
tion was made. 

He then moved to the sheriff’s 
budget, basically recommend¬ 
ing keeping much of the budget 
as is, but requiring the sheriff to 
pay his own salary from fees col¬ 
lected through his office. Again, 
no motion was made. 

County Clerk Jim Elmore and 
Sheriff Rick Riddle both voiced 
the similar sentiment that if their 
budgets as recommended by 
Judge Huff had passed, they may 
have to close their doors. 

Elmore said that a few years 
ago his office employed up to six 
people to handle the business that 
came through his office and he’s 
now down to three employees. 
Riddle noted that due to short¬ 
falls in tax collections and other 
fees in his office, he couldn’t 
maintain a staff. 

The court then turned its at¬ 
tention to a long-standing issue, 
that of employee health insur¬ 
ance. The cost to the county for 
the insurance in the current year 
is $207,896 and that, under the 
proposed rates from the insur¬ 
ance carrier, would increase to 
over $243,000 this year. 

Judge Huff recommended 
discontinuing county employ¬ 
ee health insurance, which he 
estimated would save around 
$68,000 for the rest of this fis¬ 
cal year. It was also noted during 
the discussion that at this par¬ 
ticular point, the county’s budget 
doesn’t have enough revenues 
to last until the end of this fiscal 
year on June 30. 

Magistrate Johnson brought 
to the court’s attention that about 
a year ago, he had recommended 
requiring employees to pay a 
percentage of their own health 
insurance. Also, Magistrate 
Craig stated “no one is going to 
make a motion to cut employee 
health insurance.” 

Magistrate Bernard then sug¬ 
gested making some types of 
smaller cuts now and continue to 
look at other options as the fis¬ 
cal year continues. She also told 
Judge Huff he was “not leaving 
(the court) a lot of options...it’s 
all or nothing,” adding it was 
hard for court members to make 
a wise decision and added the 
judge couldn’t blame (the budget 
situation) on the court. 

Some members from the audi¬ 
ence, including some that would 
have a stake in budget cuts, made 
comments and/or suggestions, as 
well as asking questions. 

Park Director Bobby Reneau 
emotionally told the court that 
as of this point (at $10,000 per 
year donation to the Park Board), 
considering there were about 
300 kids who use the park an¬ 
nually, the county was only pay¬ 
ing about nine cents per day per 
child. “We need to come together 
to keep this park,” he added. 

There was then a question 
about the number of employees 
at the Clinton County Jail and the 
turnover of employees that seem 
to be frequently hired. 

Jailer Gene Ferrill said that 
state minimums were set for 
staffing and at the current time, 
the jail had 14 employees, 10 
full-time and two part-time and 
even with that, as far as state 
requirements, they are too short 
on part-time employees to meet 
state mandates.

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ployee with the sheriff’s office, 
then asked if there weren’t any 
other options besides cutting 
the county clerk’s and sheriff’s 
budget. Judge Huff said that the 
state DLG, in a listing of essen¬ 
tial and non-essential things the 
county must fund, said the sher¬ 
iff’s salary was non-essential, or 
not mandated by the court to pay. 

Again, Sheriff Riddle said 
if he had to pay his own salary 
from the current rate of collec¬ 
tions, he couldn’t maintain his 
staff and noted that some cut¬ 
backs in hours had already been 
made, further stating he may 
have to lay off most or all of his 
current staff. 

Magistrate Bernard asked the 
county clerk and sheriff if they 
could take away some services 
now while other options are ex¬ 
plored, but Sheriff Riddle said 
his office has already started to 
lay-off and Elmore said he now 
has three people doing the work 
of six. 

Magistrate Craig also insert¬ 
ed, “We knew this was coming.” 
He said of the approximate 90 
county employees, 52 are cur¬ 
rently on the county’s insurance 
plan. In the past, some employ¬ 
ees have publicly stated that they 
are primarily “working because 
they have the insurance.” 

Magistrate Johnson then 
asked the audience in attendance 
for a show of hands on how many 
would favor raising taxes. Only a 
couple of hands were raised. 

Another spectator again said 
that county employees should 
pay for their own insurance, say¬ 
ing a lot of people who work 
don’t have it. 

Judge Huff noted about the 
road fund (when the road depart¬ 
ment was called into question) 
was in good shape, since it was 
operated with its own state funds 
and has a surplus, as well as does 
the LGEA, which can only be 
used for certain services. He add¬ 
ed it was the general fund (which 
county government operates un¬ 
der to supply services) that was 
under pressure. 

When some questioned road 
department employees’ work or 
lack thereof, several magistrates 
were quick to point out the work 
the road crews—including in the 
winter months—do, noting they 
were out in all types of weather 
at all times of the night doing 
their jobs. 

Another question arose about 
the necessity for overtime at the 
ambulance service and former 
judge/executive Charlene King 
questioned the ambulance ser¬ 
vice collection rates. 

Scott also answered that ques¬ 
tion in noting that, for example, 
if a person working that is about 
to be off the clock in 30 minutes 
gets an emergency call to trans¬ 
port a patient out-of-town, they 
have to make that run. It was 
also noted, insofar as ambulance 
revenue, that most patients are 
on Medicare or Medicaid and 
those entities only pay a certain 
amount, regardless of what the 
transport cost would be. For ex¬ 
ample, a patient who is on Medi¬ 
care may have a bill of $2,000 
but the Medicare may only pay 
half of that amount, leaving the 
ambulance service to have to ab¬ 
solve the remaining amount. 

Greg Abston also voiced his 
support for the idea of the ambu¬ 
lance service becoming a taxing 
district to raise its own revenue 
to sustain itself. He told the au¬ 
dience that, “either you, me or 
someone you know is going to 
use the ambulance service.” 

Former Magistrate Charlie 
Stearns also suggested that three 
fiscal court members at a time 
meet with County Treasurer Dal¬ 
las Sidwell (as to not constitute 
an illegal court meeting with a 
majority present) to work out 
recommendations about the bud¬ 
get to present to the full court. 

Magistrate Craig also said the 
court needed to start with reduc¬ 
ing the cost of health insurance 
and go “line-item by line-item” 
in the budget on finding ways to 
cut. 

After the meeting, Judge Huff 
said he had presented the facts 
and recommendations to the 
court on how to correct the bud¬ 
get situation as required by the 
Department of Local Govern¬ 
ment and local finance officers, 
who had attended an earlier work 
session on the budget prior to last 
week’s regular meeting. 

Following a few more ques¬ 
tions and comments from the cit¬ 
izens on hand, no further official 
action was taken and the meeting 
adjourned. 

The next regular meeting of 
Clinton Fiscal Court is scheduled 
for March 15 at 5 p.m. and is 
open to the general public.

U. S. Flag raised at Iwo Jima 

February 23, 1945 

During the bloody battle of Iwo Jima, U. S. Marines from the 3rd Platoon, E Company, 2nd 
Battalion, 28th Regiment of the 5th Division take the crest of Mount Suribachi, the island’s highest peak 
and most strategic position, and raise the U. S. Flag. Marine photographer Louis Lowery was with them 
and recorded the event. American soldiers fighting for control of Suribachi’s slopes cheered the raising 
of the flag, and several hours later, more Marines headed up to the crest with a larger flag. Joe Rosenthal, 
a photographer with Associated Press, met them along the way and recorded the raising of the second 
flag along with a Marine still photographer and a motion picture cameraman. 

Rosenthal took three photographs atop Suribachi. The first, which showed five Marines and one 
Navy corpsman stmggling to hoist the heavy flag pole, became the most reproduced photograph in 
history and won him a Pulitzer Prize. The accompanying motion picture footage attests to the fact that 
the picture was not posed. Of the other two photos, the second was similar to the first but less affection, 
and the third was a group picture of 18 soldiers smiling and waving for the camera. Many of these men, 
including three of the six soldiers seen raising the flag in the famous Rosenthal photo, were killed before 
the conclusion of the Battle for Iwo Jima in late March. 

Iwo Jima was important because it was to become a base for fighter aircraft and an emergency 
landing site for bombers when U. S. military began an aerial campaign against the Japanese home islands. 
It was a volcanic island in the Pacific, about 700 miles southeast of Japan. The first wave of military 
stormed onto the island on February 19, 1945, after three days of heavy naval and aerial bombardment. 

On February 23, the crest of 550 foot Mount Suribachi was taken, and the next day the slopes of 
the extinct volcano were secured. 

By March 3, U. S. forces controlled all three airfields on the island, and on March 26 the last 
Japanese defenders on Iwo Jima were wiped out. Only 200 of the original 22,000 Japanese defenders 
were captured alive. More than 6,000 Americans died taking Iwo Jima, some 17,000 were wounded. 


Clay knocks out Liston 

February 25, 1964 

On February 25, 1964, 22 year old Cassius Clay shocks the odds makers by dethroning world 
heavyweight boxing champion Sonny Liston in a seventh round technical knockout. The dreaded Liston, 
who had twice demolished former champ Floyd Patterson in one round, was an 8-to-l favorite. However, 
Clay predicted victory, boasting that he would “float like a butterfly, sting like a bee” and knock out 
Liston in the eighth round. The fleet footed youngster needed less time to make good on his claim. 
Liston, complaining of an injured shoulder, failed to answer the seventh round bell. A few moments later, 
a new heavyweight champion was proclaimed. 

Cassius Marcellus Clay Jr. was born in Louisville, Kentucky in 1942. He started boxing when he 
was 12 and by age 18 had amassed a record of over 100 wins in amateur competition. In 1959, he won 
the International Golden Gloves heavyweight title and in 1960 a gold medal in the light heavyweight 
category at the Summer Olympic Games in Rome. Clay turned professional after the Olympics and 
went undefeated in his first 19 bouts, earning him the right to challenge Sonny Liston, who had defeated 
Patterson in 1962 to win his title. 

The descendant of a runaway Kentucky slave, Clay rejected his given name and became Mohammad 
Ali after joining the Nation of Islam, an organization with a concept of racial segregation. He often spoke 
of the importance of the Muslim religion in his life. 

In 1984, Ali was diagnosed with pugilistic Parkinson’s syndrome and has suffered a slow decline 
of his motor functions ever since. He celebrated his 70th birthday January 17.

February 28, 1953 

Cambridge University scientists James D. Watson and Frances H. C. Crick announce that they have 
determined the double-helix structure of DNA, the molecule containing human genes. 

Though DNA -short for deoxyribonucleic acid- was discovered in 1869, its crucial role in 
determining genetic inheritance wasn’t demonstrated until 1943. In the early 1950s, Watson and Crick 
were only two of many scientists working on figuring out the structure of DNA. On the morning of 
February 28, they determined that the structure of DNA was a double-helix polymer, or a spiral of 
two DNA strands, each containing a long chain of monomer nucleotides, wound around each other. 
According to their findings, DNA replicated itself by separating into individual strands, each of which 
became the template for a new double-helix 

Watson later said that Crick announced the discovery by walking into the nearby Eagle Pub and 
blurting out “we have found the secret of life.” The truth wasn’t that far off, as Watson and Crick had 
solved a fundamental mystery of science - how it was possible for genetic instructions to be held inside 
organisms and passed from generation to generation. Watson and Crick won the Nobel Prize in 1962.

Kentucky Facts and Trivia: 

Kentucky was a popular hunting ground for the Shawnee and Cherokee Indian nations prior to being 
settled by white settlers. Kentucky was basically uninhabited in the early 1700s, and the American 
Indians had treaty rights to hunt the land. One of the Shawnee’s most celebrated chiefs, Blackhoof, was 
born in a village near what is now Winchester, Kentucky. 

When Daniel Boone and his early party tried to settle in Kentucky, the Shawnee and Cherokee, along 
with Lenape and Mingo, attacked a scouting and forage party that included Boone’s son. The conflict 
sparked the beginning of what was known as Dunmore’s War in 1774. The escalating violence between 
British colonists moving into land south of the Ohio River (West Virginia and Kentucky) and the 
Indians resulted in successive attacks by Indian hunting and war bands against settlers. The war ended 
that same year with the Indians losing their rights to hunt that area and agreeing to recognize the Ohio 
River as the boundary between Indian lands and the British colonies.

Doesn’t anybody 
Jeremy Lin: “Linsanity began at remember Lin lighting UConn’s 
Harvard, where (Lin) energized Kemba Walker up for 30 points 
a Crimson program that is now and nine rebounds on the road? 
nationally ranked. That’s like Hello?” 

And so it goes. 

Trapping is the most effective 
way to control wild pigs 

Wild pigs are now present in many areas of Kentucky. Trapping 
is a better control plan for wild pigs than hunting, which scatters 
the pigs. Wild pigs create havoc with their rooting and wallowing 
behaviors, but cost share programs available through the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources help defray the costs of 
wild pig removal for landowners. 

In Kentucky, wild pigs may be hunted with firearms year-round 
with no daily bag limit, but wildlife biologists believe trapping is the 
most effective way to control the feral pests. 

Kentucky Fish and Wildlife is working with landowners to help 
them deal with the destructive, unwanted swine which pose serious 
ecological, economic and disease threats. 

Soard said he gets regular reports from landowners about their 
ongoing efforts to remove pigs from areas of Kentucky with estab¬ 
lished populations. “You have to adapt your strategy to completely 
eradicate wild pigs,” said Soard. “You have to understand the spe¬ 
cies. Shooting them on sight isn’t always best.” 

Wild pigs live in maternal groups called sounders, usually made 
up of several related sows with their offspring. Several maternal 
groups may come together to forage so there could be as many as 20 
to 30 pigs on a food source. 

Mature boars tend to be solitary and don’t tolerate the presence of 
other males. 

Hunting in general, and sport hunting in particular, is ineffective 
for controlling or eradicating wild pigs because boars are targeted. 

Shooting into a group of pigs forces them to search for sanctuary. 
Trail cameras are a good way to assess wild pig numbers and find 
suitable trap sites. Large box traps can be used to catch wild pigs, but 
corral traps are better. 

Corral traps are made from wire and typically have a swinging, 
saloon-style gate which lets the pigs enter, but blocks them from 
leaving the trap. A good strategy is to establish the trap site at an area 
where pigs can feed unmolested. Then, monitor the site with trail 
cameras and set the trap when the largest numbers of pigs are feeding 
at the site. 

In Kentucky, it is illegal to possess wild pigs. Any captured pig 
must be killed at the trap site. They may not be removed from traps 
alive. 

Corral traps are commercially available or can be homemade. “We 
have a cost share program to help landowners offset the cost of the 
traps,” said Soard. 

Winter is the best time to trap. Food is in short supply and pigs 
readily come to bait piles. The best trap sites for pigs are located 
along travel routes between bedding and feeding sites.
